A Cireular from Atty.-Gen. 
Miller. 


Clear Instructions Given to All Federal 
Election Officials. 


Their Duties and Powers in Preventing 
Fraud at the Polls. 


The Federal Statutes are Declared to Be 
Paramount Where They are In Con- 
flict With Any State Elec- 
tion Enactments. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasnincton, Nov. 1.—|[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Atty.-Gen. Miller has 
issued a circular to United States super- 
visors of elections, United States mar- 
shals and United States attorneys in 
regard totheir duties at the coming 
electien. At the outset the Attorney- 
General refers tothe fact that on Oc- 
tober 5, 1886, President Cleveland re- 


quested Atty.-Gen. Garland to take | 


gFieral charge and direction of the 
execution of the statutes touching the 
appointment of supervisors of election 
and special deputies, and the perform- 
ance of their duties and compensation, 
so far as ‘subject to thet supervision 
and controlof the executive branch 
of the Government. Miller then 
says that he believes the authority thus 
given his prédecessor is general 
and has never been revoked. He then 
embodies in his .manifesto a letter of 
C. M. Dennison, chief supervisor of 
elections for the Northern District of 
New York, under date of October 18, 
1892, in which ,Dennison issued in- 
structions forthe guidance of deputy 
marshals and incidentally of supervis- 
ors. The Dennison letter was clearly 
written in response to an inquiry from 
a subordinate, and Miller quotes for the 
purpose of indorsing its provisions. In 
his letter Dennison, in answer to the 
question if special duty marshals have 
a right to be inside the place of regis- 
tration during registration, and 
whether they can be inside of the poll- 
ing place on election day outside the 
guard rail, says: 

The question was settled by the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in eX parte Albert Siebold, Walter Tucker, 
Martin C. Burns, Louis Coleman and Henry 
ction inp 
y Were 
indicted and tried for alleged offenses, con- 
victed and sentenced to fine and imprison- 
ment. They applied to the Supreme Court 
for a writ of habeas corpus to be released 
from imprisonment on the ground that the 
Federal election law was unconstitutional. 
The decision of the Supreme Court was 
against the petitioners, it holding that 
Congress had power to pass the law and in 
making regulations for the election of rep- 
resentatives it was not necessary for Con- 
gress to assume the entire and exclusive 
control thereof. Congress has _ super- 
visory power over the . subject, and 
may either make entirely new reg- 
ulations or add to, alter, or modify 
regulations made by the States. There 
is nothing in the relation of States 
and national sovereignty to preclude the 
codperation of both inthe matter of elec- 
tions of representatives. If both are equal 
in authority over the subject, collisions of 
jurisdiction might ensue, but the author- 
ity of the National Government being par- 
amount, collisions can only occur from un- 
founded jealousy of such “authority. Con- 
gress has power by the Constitution to vest 
in the Circuit Court the appointment of 
supervisors of elections. The National 
Government has a right to use physical 
force in any part of the United States to com 
pel obedience to the laws and carry into 
execution the powers conferred upon it 
by the Constitution. The law requires that 
amarshal and his deputies have a right. 
and it istheir duty, to be and remain in al 
places where they can best discharge their 
duties, whether such places be inside or 
outside of the guard rail. Notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of the New York State 
statute regulating the number of persons 
admitted within the guard rail on election 
day, the proviséons of the federal election 
laws are in force whenever a representa- 
tive in Congress is voted for, and whenever 
any provisions of the Federal law is in con- 
flict with the State statute, the Federal 
statutes must be followed. 


After quoting as above, the Attorney- 
General says that in his opinion these 
instructions embody correct views of 
the law. 
cording to the statute it is the duty of 
supervisors to be present on registra- 
tion day and on election day to take, 
occupy and remain in such positions, 
whether before or behind the ballot 
boxes, as will, in their judgment, best 
enable them to see each person offering 
himself for registration or for voting, 
and as will best conduce to scrutinizing 
the manner in which registration and 
voting is conducted, and at the closing 
of the polls they are required to place 
themselves in such position in relation 
tothe ballot boxes forthe purpose of 
aiding in the work of canvassing the 
ballots as willenable them to fully per- 
form their duties, and they shall re- 
main there until every duty is wholly 
completed. Milier further says: 

Deputy. marshals are authorized to arrest, 
with or without. process, any person who 
commits or attempts to commit or offers to 
commit any acts or offenses prohibited by 
the acts, or who.commits any offense 
against the laws of the United States; but 
/no person shall be arrested without process 
‘for any offense not committed in the pres- 
ence of the marshal or one of his general 
or special deputies, or one of the supervis- 
ors of election. Supervisors have like 

wer to make arrests. Any attempt to in- 
tertere with supervisors or deputy mar- 
shals in the discharge of their duties is a 
violation of law and subjects the wrong- 
doer to a severe penalty. 

In closing the Attorney-General says 
that the duty and authority of supervis. 
ors and deputy marshals in the prem- 
ises are too plain to be misunderstood, 
and he cautions all officers to keep the 
expenses of supervisors and deputy 
marshals at the lowest point consistent 
with the proper discharge of their du- 
ties. In no case can per diem be al- 
lowed for more than ten days.

A BLAZING RIVER. 


The Schuylkill Becomes a Stream of 
Flame. 


Oil on the Water Fired by Men in a Skiff— 
One of the Party Burned to Death— 
Several Others Terribly 
Injured. 


Sy Telegraph to The Times. 

Nov. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A thoughtless act cost 
one life, much suffering to two men and 
destroyed $15,000 worth of property 
at Point Breeze. The Schuylkill at this 
point is always covered with scum oil 
from the adjacent oil works. This 
evening William Miller, Albert Krum- 
bach and Warren Hilt started for Point 
Breeze in a row boat .across the river. 
One of the men lighted his pipe and 
carelessly tossed the blazing match into 
the water. As the match fell into the 
water flame shot up alongside the skiff 
and almost instantly the surface around 
the boat was blazing. The men, realiz- 
ing that the boat would be quickly con- 
sumed, plunged into the fiuid around 
them and tried to swim ashore. 

The fire spread more rapidly than 
they could swim, and they found they 
were being roasted alive. Hilt sank 
“beneath the surface and was seen no 
more. His two companions, by repeat- 
edly diving and swimming beneath the 
surface, succeeded in reaching the 
shore. Both men were horribly burned 
about the shoulders, head, face and 
arms. Their condition is critical. 

The fire in the meantime spread down 
the river, and the wrecking steamer 
Maryland was damaged to tbe extent of 
$15,000. 


A BANK RAIDED. 


Their Escape. 

Spearsvit_e (Kan.,) Nov. 1.—|By the 
Associated Press.| This afternoon two 
men entered the Ford County Bank in 
this city and with drawn revolvers rob- 
bed Cashier Baird of $1700. In their 
haste the robbers overlooked another 
large sum in the vault. As the robbers 
ran from the bank and jumped into sad- 
dies a party of hunters came along, and 
learning of the robbery opened fire on 
them. The robbers returned the fire 
and about fifteen shots were exchanged, 
but no one was injured. 

The robbers escaped, but were soon 
overtaken by a mounted posse and an- 
other battle ensued, but the robbers 
managed to escape and it is not known 
whether they were mounted or not. 


BANDITS OF THE RAIL 


A Train Held Up in Alabama -Small Booty 
secured. 
(Ala.,) Nov. 1—[Bv the 
Associated Press.} Train robbers 
boarded an East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia train below Piedmont last 
night as the engine was taking wa- 
ter. Covering the baggage-master 
with revolvers, they entered the express 
car, where were gathered,the engineer 
and others.

CLEVELAND KEEPS TALKING. 


The ex-President Delivers \nother Speech 
in New York. 

New York, Nov. 1.— By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Grover Cleveland spoke 
before the Business Men’s Democratic 
Association tonight in the Lenox Ly- 
ceum. ‘The audience numbered about 
2500 persons, and the boxes were 
mainly occupied by women. Thomas 
J O'Donaghue escorted Mr. Clevelana 
to the platform, and he received an en- 
thusiastic reception. After bowing his 
acknowledgement there was consider- 
able more cheering. When some _ rou- 
tine business had been transacted, 
Chairinan Simmons introduced the ex- 
President, who delivered an address. 

Mr. Cleveland said he ventured the 
assertion that neverinthe recollection 
of any one present hasa Presidential 
canvass been carried on with such lack 
of noise and excitement and in such 
an apparent atmosphere of popular 
thoughtfulness. He continued: 

If this is actually the condition and our 
voters are really thoughttul, it should bea 
cause for congratulation on the part of 
every American citizen, for it must be that 
sober deliberation in the exercise of the 
right of suffrage is the toundation of our 
hope for national perpetuity. If we assume 
that this quiet is attributable to thought- 
fulness among the people, there would 
seem to be no place for fear or mis- 
giving as tothe result on the part of those 
who support the Democratic principles. In 
exact v the form they are involved inin the 
preseut campaign these principles were 
presented two years ago to the voters of 
the country and received their indorse- 
ment by a tremendows majority. Since 
then the drift of public opinion has been in 
our direction, and doctrines opposed to ours 
have been more than ever discredited. It 
must be conceded, also, that intelligent and 
disinterested men, who have left the ranks 
of our opponents and joined our standard, 
are exceptionally numerous and influen- 
tial.

The Prosecution Closes and the Defense is 
Opened, 


PittspcurGH, Nov. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Final testimony in be- 
half of the commonwealth in the lams 
case was heard this morning. Nothing 
new was elicited. 

Quartermaster Robbins of the Tenth 
Regiment then opened the case for the 
defense with an address to the jury in 
which he declared that Iams made him- 
self sick by swallowing tobacco while 
hanging by thethumbs.

Loxpox, Nov. 1—[Bv Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The collapse of the Lib- 
erator Buiiding Society simultaneously 
with the downfall of the London and 
General Bank last September is likely 
to develop into a very big financial sen- 
sation. The figures just presented toa 
meeting of shareholders and creditors

The receiver said the society owed 
shareholders and creditors £3,318,000, 
while the reserve fund is only £90,000, 
and little better than a book account at 
that. The mortgages amounted to £3,-

£3,188,286 has been lent to three 
companies now in liquidation. There 
are virtually no free assets, there being 
only £50,000 in sight. The bulk of the 
money has been lent on nothing better 
than third liens. 


INFECTED CATTLE, 


Twelve Hundred Animals imported into 
England to Be Sltaughtered, 
Lonpon, Nov. 1.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The Board of Agricul- 
ture ordered all cattle landed at Dun- 
dee from Canada, by the steamers 
Hurona and Monseaton, to be slaugh- 
tered, owing to the discovery of pleuro- 
pneumonia among them. The killing 
of the animals began Friday. Alto- 
gether the steamers landed 1200 head. 
The animals had been found on a large 
number of farms in Forfarshire, Perth- 
shire, .Fifeshire and Montrofe. They 
are all suspected of being infected, 
hence the order for their slaughter. 
Scotch veterinary surgeons declare the 
disease not pleuro-pneumonia, but a 
non-contagious affection, the symptoms 
of which are similar to pleuro-pneu- 
monia. They blame the government 
for acting too hastily in the matter.

GRAND OPERAHOUSE.—Tangled Up was the 
attraction at the Grand Operahouse last 
night, presented by De Lange & Rising’s 
Comedy Company. The piece is broadly 
farcical and at no time rises to the dignity 
ofacomedy.

And His Claims to Munificent Wealth— 
Facts for Poor Men. 

Los ANGELES, Oct. 31.—[{To the Editor of 
Tae Times.| Please allow mea few words 
in tavor of justice even in politics; in favor 
of speaking the truth, evenif by falsifying 
a vote or two might be vained, and an office 
captured. 

Mr. Henry C. Dillon, the candidate of the 
People’s party for District Attorney, has 
made the statement in his speeches—at 
Downey and other places—that Mr. Mc- 
Laghlan’s name does not appear on the as- 
sessment roll and that he does not pay 
taxes.

such self-sacrificing patriots are not often 
found in this day and generation. This 
spectacle of a wealthy “landed proprietor”

@00 ranch (Dillon's estimate of his ranch) 
to accept the small salary and arduous du- 
ties of Prosecuting Attorney ‘for the good 
of the people” is, indeed,‘a rare one. I 
hope the good people will gaze at it 
before the phantasmagoria flips out of 
sight—as it probably will*in less than a 
week. Saiary does not seem to be what 
Dillon wants. He may, perhaps, if elected, 
give bis services and devote the salary to 
public or private charity. He has figured 
so much ‘“‘spoils’’ out of his own brilliant 
imagination in regard to the present ad- 
ministration, this same high faculty may 
enable him to see how he might benefit 
himself without the salary.

this city voters from other and less 
doubtful localities and to pave the way 
for repeating.

He 
accepted the chairmanship on _ the 
solemn promise of the party leaders 
that he should not have an experience 
like that which made Calvin S. Brice’s 
hair stand on end after the campaign 
of 1888 had closed. Mr. Brice was 
forced to go down in his own pocket for 
a cold $100,000 with which to settle 
up the bills contracted by the commit- 
tee. Inorder to get Mr. Harrityv to 
take the position the leaders not only 
promised, him that there would be 
plenty of money furnished to him, but 
suggested that he delegate the signing 
of all contracts to an irresponsible sub- 
ordinate. The printers and other men 
doing work for the Democratic commit- 
tee have been too shrewd to allow this, 
however, and have refused to do work 
on contracts signed by anyone but Har- 
rity himself. It now looks as if he 
would have a deficiency to make up 
which will be quite as large as that 
which worried M¥. Brice. 


The Eastern news of the week, which 
is of especial interest to Californians, 
is the suicide of H. J. Wilson. It is be- 
lieved herethat Wilson was at various 
times a resident of Los Angeles, Coro- 
nado and San Francisco. For a little 
less than two years he had lived at the 
Westminster .Hotel in this city, but 
very little isknown about him there. 
In fact, although he was a man of 
wealth and refinement, he seems to have 
been almost without friendsin the East. 

Wilson wasextremely handsome. My 
correspondent saw his body in Atlantic 
City ashorttime after his death and 
describes it as that of aman about 40, 
5 feet 10 inches tall, with a dark 
brown beard, clear cut,s aquiline feat- 
ures and athletic build. He was 
dressed in clothes of elegant material, 
fashionably cut and chosen with excel- 
lent taste. 

Early last summer Wilson had com- 
plained to his few acquaintance s at the 
Westminster Hotel that he felt unwell. 
He finally called in a doctor, who told 
him that there was little the matter 
with him, but suggested a trip to the 
mountains. Wilson then went to the 
Adirondacks. In three weeks, how- 
ever, he returned, saying that he felt 
wofse than ever. 

From that time he constantly grew 
more morose and seemed to be more 
thanever anxious to avoid conversation 
or intercourse ofany kind with the other 
guests of thehotel. This wenton un- 
tif he had repulsed all of the few 
friends he had in New York. 

About six weeks ago he lIeft the ho- 
tel, giving instructions to have his 
mail forwarded to him at the Manhat- 
tan Hotel in Atlantic City. From that 
day nothing was heard of him in New 
York until-news reached here yester- 
day of his suicide. 

He had taken great care after he had 
made up his mind to end his life to see 
that his plans did not miscarry. After 
stopping up every crevice in his room 
he had tr~sed on every gas jet and 
calmly :aid down to await death among 
the ever thickening, stupifying vapors. 

Rich, handsome and cultured, this 
man’s utterly unexplained suicide forms 
avery puzzling mystery, the solution 
of which Must probably come from the 
Pacific Coast.

Death of B. Marshall Wotkyns After 
a Long Illness, 


Chrysanthemums Will Bloom for Charity 
Today — Lunch and an Evening 
Entertainment—Personal Notes 
and Brevities. 


—— 


The pitiless band of Death, which takes 
all and gives not again, opens once more 
the floodgates of tender recollections and 
chastened sympathy in the death of B. Mar- 
shall Wotkyns, who breathed his last be- 
tween the hours of 6 and 7 o'clock yester- 
day morning. 

About seven years ago Mr. Wotkyns came 
to Pasadena, accompanied by his family, 
his brother, Walter Wotkyns, and his sis- 
ter, Miss Wotkyns, who is just now return- 
ing from an extended European trip. Dur- 
ing this period he has resided continuously 
in Pasadena. Not long after his arrival he 
* was followed by his brother, Webster Wot- 
kyns, and the three brothers associated 
themselves in the real estate and insurance 
business in the room first occupied by the 
First National Bank. 

B. Marshall Wotkyns soon proved him- 
self to be a man pf affairs. He was made a 
member of the first public library board of 
directors, and to his individual efforts is 
largely due the splendid success attained 
by this institution, of which he was a mem- 
ber and the secretary of the board of di- 
rectors at the time of hisdeatn. In church 
work he was. particularly active, 


He was a vestryman and the _ treas- 
urer of All Saints’ Episcopal Church, 
in which parish his death will 


leave a vacancy that will not easily be 
filled. He was a member of the board of 
directors of the San Gabriel Valley Bank 
from the date of its founding, and during 
the past three years he occupied the re- 
sponsible position of cashier of this im- 
portant institution. He held high rank in 
the Masonic fraternity, and in social circles 
he was an acknowledged leader. His loss 
will be especially felt by the members of 
the Valley Hunt. He preceded Mr. Bolt as 
president of this organization. 

Mr. Wotkyns was born in Troy, N. Y., 
and at the time of his death he wasin the 
37th year of his age. Before he came to 
Pasadena he lived for a time in Chicago, 
where too assiduous devotion to business 
seriously impaired his health and necessi- 
tated his removal to a more favored clime. 
During his residence here he enjoved com- 
paratively good health until about three 
months ago, when he suffered a sudden re- 
lapse] He recovered sufficiently to go to 
Montecito, a suburb of Santa Barbara, 
where he spent some weeks with his family 
to the apparent benefit of his health. A 
few weeks ago he returned home, 1nd has 
since been confined to the house. While 
his death was not unexpected, no one an- 
ticipated that the end was so near. Mon- 
day night he seemed to be stronger than 
usua], and death came suddenly and with- 
out warning. 

The end was painless and peaceful, as be- 
came one, who during life, had always been 
at peace with his fellow-men. Mr. Wot- 
kyns had no enemies. A man of marked 
intelligence, his companionship was always 
agreeable and instructive. His tender- 
ness of heart and kindness were proverbial. 
He has gone to his rest with the good deeds 
of his life as a lasting monument; and his 
memory willever be heldin kindly remem. 
brance by all who wereso fortunate as to 
enjoy his acquintanceship. Heis survived 
by his widow and twosons to whom the 
sympathy of the entire community goes out 
in this their hour of terrible bereavement.

the City Central Committee, and no 
one who watched Chairman Millard 
preside over the convention, even 
during the most exciting periods of that 
body’s deliberations, can truthfully say 
that the convention made a mistake in 
choosing him. He remained cool and 
calm under all circumstances and 
showed a promptness in disposing of 
business that was truly refreshing. In 
fact, the secretary and all connected 
with the convention did all in their 
power to assist In rushing the business 
of the convention through. 

The contest for Mayor between the 
three candidates, Messrs. H. T. Hazard, 
John Q. Tufts and Theodore Summer- 
land, was one of the liveliest littie 
fights ever witnessed in a convention in 
this city, and a deep interest was taken 
in the contest by all classes of citizens. 
Every foot of standing room on the 
main floor of the hall was taken up by 
anxious spectators, and every seat in 
the galleries was occupied. 

As was expected Mr. Summerland 
went into the convention with more 
strength than either of the other dele- 
gates, and for atime it looked on the 
surface that he would hold his own, but 
when his chosen ones, who were bitterly 
opposed to Mr. Hazard, began to leave 
Summerland and go over to Mr. Tufts, 
it could be seen that there would bea 
general stampede in a short time. 

The contest was much longer, how- 
ever, than many believed it would be, 
but Mr. Tufts gained steadily from the 
first, and on the fourth ballot he came 
within two votes of the nomination. 

This caused considerable excitement, 
and when it was announced by Dele- 
gate Carran that Mr. Summerland 
wished to withdraw from the contest, 
his backers all went to pieces and 
yelled at the top of their voices for him 
to remain in the fight, and, after a 
hurried consultation with his managers, 
he decided to stay for one more ballot. 
The proposed withdrawal of Mr. Sum- 
merland’s name was in tavor of Mr. 
Tufts, and as soon as Delegate Carran 
announced that fact, the Hazard men 
did all in their power to induce the 
Summerland delegates to join with 
them and down Tufts, but Summerland 
stood by his promise to throw his men 
to Mr. Tufts when it became evident 
that he could not be nominated, and he 
did not weaken in the least. 

On the next ballot Mr. Tufts was 
given the nomination by a good major- 
ity, and the defeated candidates came 
férward and gracefully asked that his 
nomination be made unanimous. 

The contest for City Attorney was 
rather a hot little fight, but Charles Mc- 
Farland has been doing some warm 
campaign work, and he had but little 
trouble in getting the nomination. 

One of the principal features of the 
convention was the general air of har- 
mony that prevailed. .If any of the de- 
feated candidates or their supporters 
had a kick they kept it to themselves, 
and their best friends did not know that 
they felt sore at any one. 

The night session went off like clock- 
work, and there was not a hitch during 
entire evening. 


MORNING SESSION. 


Electlon of Temporary Officers—Appoint- 
ment of Committees. 

At 10:10 o’clock Chairman Walter 
S. Moore of the Republican City Central:

ments are called for by a majority of prop- 
erty owners along said streets. We are in 
favor of the improvement and maintenance 
of public parks and indorse the adminis- 
tration of tbe present park commission;

THE COURTS. 


Youthful Highwaymen ‘on “Trial 
Before Judge Smith. 


Frenchman. 


An Insurance Suit on Trial Before 
Judge McKinley. 


Disputed Water Right at Monrovia in 
Court for Settlement—Two Divorces 
Granted — Feeble-minded 
Youths Committed. 


In Department One yesterday Judge 
Smith and a jury were occupied in the 
trial of the case of Louis Etting and 
Bert Hadley, a couple of able-bodied 
youths, charged with having committed 
the crime of robbery on the night of 
September 6 last. The defendants were 
reyresented by Messrs. J. R. Dupuy and | 
Elmer Kowell, the State being repre- 
sented by Deputy District Attorney 
Blades. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were: J. H. Barnhill, F. W. Bosworth, 
©. Cheesbrough, P. F. Cogswell, W. 
Dockstader, H. A. Draper, D. D. de 
Nure, E. W. Failor, H. Hughes, H. T. 
Parker, J. Reardon and W. Rector. 

The first witness called was the com- 
plainant, bouis Boiron, a Frenchman, 
residing at Santa. Monica, who testified 
to the effect that between 11 and 12 
o'clock on the night of September 6 
lagt he was walking along Alameda 
street. At the corner of Jackson street 
he was attacked from behind by some 
unknown enemy, who stunned him with 
a blow on the head, and robbed him of 
a watch, chain and locket while he 
lay upon the ground. 

Oicer T. A. McClain testified to the 
effect that while patrolling his beat 
near the scene of the robbery he heard 
some one shouting, aud saw two young 
men running away. He gave chase and 
overtook the defendants First 
street, and after placing them h un- 
der arrest took them back to where 
their victim lay, but Boiron was unable 
to identify them, and he took his pris- 
oners to the city jaii on suspicion. 

Mrs. Viola Mendenhall, 
young woman, then took the stand. 
She testified to the effect that she lived 
atthe New Orleans Hotel, and knew 
both defendants; that on Wednesday, 
September 7, she saw them at the Den- 
ver House, and Hadley gave her a watch 
to keep for him, telling her that he and 
Etting had knocked a man down and 
taken it from him on Tuesday night. 
Etting also told her a similar story. 
Upon cross-examination the witness 
stated that she was married, but had 
separated from her husband on July 1 
last, since which time she had lived at 
various places. She lived at. the New 
Orleans Hotel for three or four weeks, 
and from there she went to the Home 
for Fallen Women, whence she went to 
the County Hospital. After ledving 
that institution she returned to the New 
Orleans Hotel, and occupied room 8 
there. She declined to answer when 
questioned as to whether or not any one 
occupied the room with her. 

Mrs. Mary R. Hiloish, matron of the 
Home for Fallen Women, stated that 
the defendants called at thé home ani 
asked for Viola. saying that they wanted 
to get a watch which she had of theirs, 
but she had left there. 

Andrew M. Armour testified that Mrs. 
Hilbish gave him the watch which Viola 
Mendenhall had left in her custody, and 
he in turn handed it over to the police. 

At this juncture the matter went over 
until this morning. 

SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 

The case of S. M. Sevier vs. J. C. 
Whittington et al. came on for trial 
before Judge Van Dyke and a jury in 
Department Four yesterday, G. M. 
Holton, Esq., appearing for the plaintiff 
and T. E. Gibbon, Esq., representing the 
defendants. 

The jurors agreed upon andsworn to 
try the case were: G. T. Brown, J, A.

About the streets yesterday, and par- 
ticularly ameng the Spanish-American. 
population, the tragedy. of Monday 
evening, which resulted in the death of 
José Lugo and the serious wounding of 
Francisco Figueroa, was the principal 
topic of conversation. 

During the early morning hours the 
friends and relatives of the dead man 
flocked about the morgue to view the 
remains, together with the usaal crowd 
of morbid curiosity-seekers, who inva- 
riably gather onsuch occasions. As yet 
nothing definite. nor tangible can be 
learned in regard to the exact circum- 
stances of the affray, for those who are 
supposed to be eye-witnesses of the af- 
fair are very ceticent and refuse to talk. 
Just what wil] be brought out at the in- 
quest taday remains to be seen. 

Coroner Weldon yesterday morning 
empaneled the following as jurymen: 
Claude White, S. Botillier, L. Labory, 
F. W. Price, D. G. Warfield, T. M. Gil- 
bert, C. W. Mangrum, M.S. Cummings, 
J. H. Levering, J. H. Hutchins, and R. 
W. Duned, 

‘Owing to the fact that the most 
material witnesses could not be found 
yesterday, all the jury could do was to 
view the remains and postpone the in- 
quest until 10 o’clock today. 

THE POST MORTEM. 

A post mortem was held on the 
body of Lugo at the mofgue yesterday 
morning, when it was found that three 
wounds had been inflicted. What. is 
supposed to have been the first stab in- 
flicted was in the back. on the left side 
just above the heart. The knife was 
evidently plunged in the fvll length of 
the blade, six or seven inches, on an 
almost straight line, severing the arch 
ot the aorta. This wound would alone 
have caused death in a very-short time, 
probably lessthan a minute. In with- 
drawing the knife, it was done ina 
slashing manner toward the left, the 
coat, shirt, etc., being cut through. 
The second wound is on the left side, 
about midway of the body, the knife 
blade penetrating about tour inches. 
The third wound, and the one 
which at first was thought to have been 
the fatal thrust, is on the left side 
of the neck, just above the collar bone, 
and apparently ranging downward and 
inward, Ona superficial examination 
Monday evening, just after the killing, 
the doctors wereof the opinion that 
this was the fatal wound, they being of 


‘the opinion that the jugular vein and 


other large blood vessels of the neck 
had been severed. The post mortem, 
however, revealed the fact that the 
wound was only of a superficial charac- 
ter and of itself not serious, the blade 
only penetrating about an inch, the 
point striking against the trachea, but 
not entering it. Death resulted from 
internal hemorrhage, the blood pouring 
out of the severed aorta and filling the 
cavity. Itis believed that Lugo was 
unconscious in twenty to thirty seconds 
after the wound was inflicted, and that 


life was extinct in less than a minute, 


After the post mortem, the jury was 
empaneled and viewed the remains. 
The body was then prepared for burial 
and sent to the home of the deceased at 
Ballona, from which place the funeral 
will take place today. Deceased was 
the son of Francisco Lugo, known as 
Chico Lugo, who was a nephew of both 
Vicente and Felipe Lugo, the former 
being the owner of the Ranch la 
Javonena and the latter the Mesa. 

FIGUEROA’S CONDITION. 

Figueroa rested easily yesterday, and 
his condition ts as good 4s could be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. His 
wound is a painful one, and should in- 
flammation set up, his condition would 
be extremely critical. The bullet has 
not yet been extracted. A shirt-button 
saved Figueroa’s life, as the bullet struck 
it, and was deflected. Otherwise he 
would never have been able to reach 
his antaognist. Quite a number of his 
friendscalled at the receiving hospital 
yesterday to see Figueroa, who: were 
admitted during the morning, but fn the 
afternoon all visitors were excluded by 
the physician’s orders. Figueroa still 
sticks to his first statement, that he did 
net draw his knife until he was shot, 
and that his action was in self-defense. 

DIGGING UP EVIDENCE. : 

Coroner Weldon was busy all day 
yesterday looking up witnesses, and 
found several who saw the difficulty 
from the start. Two young men, 
strangers in the city, witnessed the fight 
from close range. They say they saw 
Lugo when he shot at Figueroa. The 
latter threw his head back, and was 
apparently dazed, but quickly recovered, 
when he thrust his hand under his coat, 
and drawing his knife, dashed at his 
assailant, striking at him at the same 
time. Lugo fell to the ground, when 
Figueroa again struck at him. 

It was also learned that Figueroa, cn 
several occasions Monday afternoon, 
tried to make up with Lugo, but the 
latter declined his overtures. On one 
occasion Figueroa offered Lugo his 
knife, as the latter spoke about him 
being armed, but his friends interfered 
and refused to allow him to place him- 
self at his mercy.

Story of the Sure-enough 


Akhoond 
of Swat. | 


More Than a Hero of the Nursery—He 
Governed His Province, Was Its 
Spiritual Adviser and Cured 
the Sick. 


While the laureate has sung of “that 
new land which is the old,’ it would be 
equally fitting to tell of the old land 
which is new. Wherever the actua) 
cradle of the human race may have beer 
there is no doubt that Persia and its 
former dependencies, Afghanistan, Be- 
loochistan and Turkestan, were among 
the earliest inhabited countries, says a 
writer inthe New York Tribune. Yet 
is there that about them today, as frest 
and vital, and as novel, too, as ever 
when Rustem rode forth from Seistam. 
or Firdusi fled before the treacherous 
wrath of Mahmoud. There, for exam- 
ple, was the Akhoond of Swat. For 
years he has been an incalculably great 
benefactor of paragraph-writers and 


joke-crackers all over the world. 


does not remember the quiver of univer- 
sal midriff that ogreeted the solemn 
announcewent of his death’? ‘The 
Akhoond of Swat is dead.’’ That was 
all. Yet what a wild, wild burst of 
merriment it provoked. Who could 
tell who he was or had: been? No one. 
True, there was a nursery rhyme in 
which the question had been asked ofa 
numberless generation of babies. But 
it had remained unanswered, and most 
people were inclined to say: .‘‘There 
ain’t no such pusson.’’ Yet thencefor- 
ward he was the funny, man's staff of 
life. The iceman and the plumber and 
the mother-in-law might fail. But the 
Akhoond of Swat, never. He was a 
perennial wellspring of jokes. 


The Akhoond of Swat. however, was 


a real personage, and an important 
one, too. Swat itself is a considerable 
province of Afghanistan, bordering on 
India, and just southwest of the Pamirs. 

e Akhoond was not, however, its 
civil ruler. At any rate, he was not 
nominally so. The title Akhoond merely 
means ‘‘teacher,’’ and he was pri- 
marily a religious teacher, and nothing 
more. He lived in the town of Saidu, 
and he reached manhood and began to 
teach the people more than half a cen- 
tury ago, when Dost Mohammed was 
Ameer of Cabul. An intense fanatic 
and a.mystic, he exerted a marvelous 
sway over the people’ of Swat, who, 


‘like all the Afghan tribes, are nervous, 


imaginative and given to mysticism. 

So he became not only the spiritual 
prophet, but their military leader as 
well. He led the hosts of Islam against 
the Sikhs in the days when Dost 
Mohammed planned to conquer all 
India, and many are the stories told of 
his prowess. Nor did he fight alone 
against the Indians, but in 1863 he led 
the Afghans in their battle with the 
British at Umbeyla, and made himself 
the most feared man in all) the Afghan 
empire. 

When not busy inthe wars Akhoond 
was always to be found at Saidu. From 
sunrise to sunset he sat in his mosque, 
reproving the erring, comforting the 
mourning, encouraging the faithful and 
cursing the obstinate unbelievers. 
Disputes of every sort were brought to 
him for settlement. Troubles of all 
kinds were brought to himto be made 
right. Hundreds of miracles were per- 
formed by him every day. The sick 
were made wellin.an instant. A man 
would come lamenting that his horse 
was lost, and would find it the next 
morning at. the door of the mosque. A 
carpenter was bewailing that a beam 
was three feet too short for the needed 
purpose, andin atwinkling it grew to 
exactly the length required. A visitor 
in the city wished to return speedily to 
his home in Constantinople, thousands 


of milesaway. He was bade to close . 


his eyes and the next moment opened 
them in his home. ‘ 

‘To tell the people of Swat that these 
things were notso would have been 
equivalent totelling. them that light 
was darkness. No wonder, then, that 
the Akhoond was a power inthe land, 
and that Ameer after Ameer sought his 
assistance. Shere Ali was the last. 
When he began his last struggle with 
the British he begged the Akhoond to 
lead his armies asof old. But death 
stepped in, and the Akhoond passed 
into history. Yet still his virtue 
abides. The mosque in which he taught 
is the holiest placein all Swat, and 

miracles are daily wrought there. The 

Akhoond’s son does not succeed him as 
a teacher, but he inherits the worldly 
possessions of the Akhoond, and these 
areenough to make him the richest 
man in all Swat. 

The successor of the Akhoond of Swat 
in spiritual affairs is Mullah of Manki, 
whose title is likewise picturesque and 
mirth-inspiring. He was a disciple of 
the Akhoond, living at Manki, on Brit- 
ish-Indian soil, at the. foet of the Kha- 
tak hills. Amony the people in that re- 
gion there was a custom of praying be- 


fore a certain black stone in the Manki 


mosque. It was a stone upon which 
some old-time worthy had sat. and was 
held sacred for that reason. But it was 
a scandal in Islam that they should do 
this thing, instead of worshiping the 
biack stone at Mecca. 

So the Mullah of Manki determined to 
stop it. He wentinto the mosque one 
day and bade the people behold him put 
the idol to confusion. Thereupon he 
raised a huge hammer and smote the 
stone with supernatural strength, dash- 
ing itto atoms. After that he was the 
spiritual lord of all that region, and on 
the death of the Akhoond he became 
the chief living prophet of Swat, |

THE UNEARTHING AND SORTING OF 
THE PRECIOUS STONES. 


Digging the Biue Earth Hundreds of 
_ Feet Below the Surface—How the Na- 
tives Look While at Work—How the 
Stones Are Separated from the Refuse. . 


It is impossible to speak of Kimberley 
without speaking of the diamond mines. 
ey concentrate around them almost the 
tire life of Kimberley, and they illus 
some of the most interesting ques- 
tions which are connected with the devel- 
opment of enterprises in South Africa. The 
most logical way of seeing the process of 
extraction isto begin under ground and 
brave at once the slush and heat and drip 
of the 800-foot level, Here, while you 
splash, candle in hand, in the darkness 
through some twoor three miles of laby- 
rinthine passages, you have time to realize 
the work which is being done by thou- 
sands of natives who are busy day and 
night throughout a honeycombed depth of 
1,100 feet in getting out the blue earth 
from its bed, There is no reef. The whole 
mass of the mine is diamondiferous, the 
rich staff descends apparently to limitless 
depths, and all that has to be done is to 
bring it to the surface in such a manner 
that gallery shall still stand on gallery 
and allow of working without danger of 
collapse. 

Above, below, on every side you hear the 
sound of pick and rock drill and rolling 
trucks. Biack figures glue themselves 
against the walis to let you pass. The 
conditions of the scene combine to produce 
a vivid impression of labor. The natives 
work together in gangs of four, filling the 
trucks. Perspiration pearls over their 
naked bodies in some of the hottest gal- 
leries, but they appear to labor without 
distress. In the main galleries, which are 
admirably ventilated, they are for the 
most part fully dressed. They work either 
by time or task, as they please, their 
Wages remzining the same in either case, 
and I was told that they often finish their 
allotted number of trucks in two-thirds 
the time which {is allowed. Secing what 
they do and how easily they doit, you can 
never doubt any more that the African 
native is able to work and work well when 
he chooses. 

The pleasenter processes of diamond 
mining begin when you follow the contents 
of the trucks up to welcome daylight 
again and see the “blue,” as it is familiar- 
ly called, laid out on the floors. The 
“floors” are simply ficlds fenced round 
with high, wire fences, where the extracted 
rock is spresd out in beds of a certain 
thickness to. pulverize under the action of 
the air. The contents of the trucks. as 
they are emptied out run themselves into 
long rows; the color of the stuff is almost 
identical with the gray purplish hue of 
winter cabbages at home, and at first sight 
the flat and wide spreading floors micht 
easily be mistaken for Hssex cabbage 
fields. 

The process of pulverization takes from 
four to six months, according to the 
weather and the condition of the rock, and 
it is assisted by operations of watering and 
rolling, which add to the agricultural illu- 
sion. The average yicld of every load of | 
blue is one carat of diamonds, and as the 
average net prefit on accrat of diamonds 
is about twenty shillings the value of the 
million loads which I was told that I was 
looking at in the extent of a couple of cab- 
bage fields is not far from £1,000,000, 

AS soon as the blue is sufficiently pul- 
verized it is taken to the washing machine, 
where, by means of an ingenious system of 
water flowing over revolving pans, the 
lighter part of the earth is washed away, 
while the heavier remains in the bottom of 
the pans. By this process 09 per cont. of 
the blue earth is got rid of, and of 100 
loads which go into the washing machine 
only one issaved to be sorted. The re 
maining ninety-nine, after passing 
the various sieves and stages of the wash- 
ing machine, pour out ina state of fluid 
mud at the bottom of the machine and are 
carted away by mechanical haulage, to be 
ermmptied on the daily increasing hillocks of 
diamond tailings, which, if other records 
of the industry were to vanish, might well 
puzzle future geoiogists to xccount for 
their comporition. 

The weight of diamonds keeps the 

cious stones for the most part with the 

eavy residue which has been saved. It 
© js, however, well known that a consider- 
able quantity of diamondiferous stuff es- 
capes with the tailings, and if any econom- 
ical process of treating them coukl be dis- 
covered the mounds’ of apparcatly water 
worn rock which dot the neighborhood 
would suddenly acquire a new value. So 
far no practical use for this waste earth 
has been discovered. 

The one rich load to which the hundred 
raw loads have been reduced in passing 
through the washing machine was at one 
time sorted by hand. It is now subjected 
toa further preliminery of washing and 
sorting in amachine known asthe pulsator, 
Here the diamondiferous stuff is passed 
under water over pulsating screens, in 
which a double layer of leaden bullets has 
been placed. -The pulsating motion causes 
@ constant gentle shaking to be main- 
tained, and as the specific gravity of dia- 
monds is greater thah that of lead, while 
the specific gravity of much of the waste 
pebbly material is less, the effect is to 
shake the diamonds to the bottom of the 
shot, while the waste material remains 
above it and is gradually washed over the 
side of the screen by the running water. 
The diamondiferous stuff is served into 
these wet paus by means of a cylindrical 
sieve, which distributes the finest from one 
end and the coarsest from the other, with 
regulated gradations between, on the same 
 peevanor as the main sieve of an ordinary 

our mill. 

_ The whole process of mechanical sorting 
is based upon the relative weight of the 
diamond to other stones of the same size 
among which it is found, and if the differ- 
ence were as greatas the difference be- 
tween the weight of gold and the mineral 
substances from which it is divided by 
washing there would be little waste and 
much less hand labor. As it is; many 
stones, such as garnets and others of no 
value, of which the specific gravity is 
equal to that “of diamonds, are found 
in the diamondiferous earth. These of 
course pass in the pulsator through the 
‘bed, and when all has been done that can 
be done by mechanical processes the ma- 
terial which is taken from the machine 
has still to be subjected to the slow, un- 
certain and costly process of hand sorting, 
with all its temptations to dishonesty.— 
‘London Times.
